recent days by the fear of the con- 
tinued execution of the anti-trust law 
ha\o produced nothing but glittering 
generalities and have offered no lint- 
of distinction or rule of action as defi- 
nite ami as clear as that which tho su- 
preme court itself lays down in en- 
forcing the statute. 


Supplemental Legislation Needed, Not 


Repeal or Amendment. 


I see no objection, and indeed I can 


see decided advantages, in the enact- 
ment of a law which shall describe 
and denounce methods of competition 
which are unfair and arc badges of thc 
unlawful purpose denounced 
In the 


null-trust law. 
The attempt nnd pur- 


pose to suppress :i competitor by un- 
derselling him at n price so unprofita- 
ble as to drive him out of business or 
the making of exclusive contracts with 
customers under which they are re- 
quired to srive up association with oth- 
er m.itmfacturers :md numerous kin- 
dred methods for stilling competition 
and effecting monopoly .should be de- 
scribed with sufficient accuracy in a 
crlmln.il statute on the one hand to 
enable the government to shorten its 
task by prosecuting single misdemean- 
ors instead of nn entire conspiracy and 
on the other hand to serve thc purpose 
of pointing out 
more in detail to 


the business community what must be 
n void CM!. 
Only Supplemental Legislation Needed. 


The opportunity thus suggested for 


federal incorporation, it seems to me, 
is 
suitable 
constructive 
legislation 


needed to facilitate the squaring of 
great industrial enterprises to thc rule 
of action laid down by the anti-trust 
law. This statute as construed by the j 
supreme court must continue to be the 
line Of distinction for legitimate busi- 
ness. It must be enforced unless we 
are to banish individualism from all 
business and reduce it to one common 
system of regulation or control of 
prices like that which now prevails j 
with respect to public utilities and ( 
which when applied to all business 
would be a long step toxvard state so- 
cialism. 


Importance of the Anti-trust Act. 
The anti-tru«t act is the expression 


of the effort of a freedom loving peo- 
ple to preserve equality of opportunity. 
It is thc result of the confident deter- 
mination of such a people to mnintnin 
their future growth by preserving un- 
controlled and unrestricted the enter- 
prise of the individual, his industry, 
his ingenuity, his intelligence and his 
independent courage. 


For twenty ye.-irs or more this stat- 


ute has been upon the statute book. 
All knew its general purpose ami ap- 
proved. 
Mnny of its violators were 


cynical over its. assumed impotence. 
It seemed impossible of enforcement. 
Slowly the mills of tho courts ground, 
nnd only gradually did l'ie majesty of 
the law assort itself. 
Many of its 


statesmen-authors died before it be- 
came :i living force, and they and oth- 
ers s:iw the evil grow which they hntl 
hoped to destroy. 
Now its ellic:icy is- 


seen: now its power is heavy: now its 
object is near achievement. Now we 
hear the e;i!i for its repeal on thc plea 
that it interferes with business pros- 
perity, nnd we nre advised in mo't 
gener:i! terms how Sir some other stat- 
ute nnd in some other way the evil 
we are lust stamping out can be cured 
if we only abandon this work of twen- 
ty years and try another experiment
